We are virtually paying a large subsidy 
for steamers to bring trade to Victoria, 
and if some improvement does not take 
place I, for one,- pay the sooner it is 
brought to a clos¢ the better for this 
Colony. If the neighboring Colony paid 
any part of the sdbuidy the case would 
be very different; but cousidering the 
meanness and dog-in-the-manger-iem of 
the people of Victoria, the present ar- 
rangement is little Jess than an outrage 
apon the people of this Colony, and can- 
not be excused upon any ground.
